A TIRELESS Barry 
charity campaigner 
and supporter of the 
Welsh Blood 

Service, Graham 
Underdown, has 
received an MBE at 
Buckingham 
Palace. 

Graham and wife Jean 
were able to take two 
guests along with them to 
the special ceremony last 
week, and Graham’s 
mother, Joy, and a close 
family friend, Janet, 
accompanied the couple. 

Last Wednesday, May 
23, they all set off by car 
from Barry at 6am to get 
to the palace in good 
time. 

Graham, who fortu¬ 
nately is one of the 
calmest men you could 
ever hope to meet, said: 
“First there was a crash 
on the M4, then we hit 
the London rush-hour 
and the Hammersmith 
Flyover was closed. 

“We began to wonder 
whether we’d be there in 
time, but the ceremonies 
are carried out an hour 
later than stated, so in the 
end it wasn’t a problem.” 

On arrival at the 
palace, Graham was 
taken to a briefing room 
to be instructed on how 


the ceremony would be 
performed, while the 
other guests were taken 
to Buckingham Palace 
ballroom, where the pre¬ 
sentations were to be 
made later on. 

Graham said: 

“Princess Anne conduct¬ 
ed the investitures and 
presentations. She was a 
lovely lady and spoke to 
everybody for a couple 
of minutes. 

“She knew something 
about everyone and did¬ 
n’t even refer to notes. 

“She wondered how I 
could do so much run¬ 
ning when I’d given so 


much blood.” 

Jean said: “The whole 
event was a real ‘people - 
thing’. Everyone was so 
relaxed. 

“I could see Princess 
Anne chuckling when 
she was talking to 
Graham.” 

For Graham, it was a 
thrill to meet members of 
the Armed Forces who 
were also being hon¬ 
oured. 

“I met a man from the 
RAF and a man from the 
Gurkhas, who had been 
serving in Afghanistan 
and were being com¬ 
mended for their service. 


“The day was an 
enjoyable and memo¬ 
rable experience.” 

The GEM broke news 
of Graham’s MBE in the 
first edition of this year. 

He has also been a 
huge supporter of the 
Welsh Blood Service over 
the years, making numer¬ 
ous donations of 
‘platelets’. 

In 2010, at a special 
ceremony in Cardiff he 
was recognised for giving 
800 units. 

One charity that has a 
special meaning for him 
is the British Heart 
Foundation which he sup¬ 


ports in memory of his 
father Douglas, who died 
of a heart attack. But 
Graham has completed 
four London marathons, 
47 half marathons and 
251 10k runs to raise 
funds for a variety of 
causes. 

In 1991, he accompa¬ 
nied Barry’s Jack 
Fairweather on a 30-day 
trek from Cowbridge to 
Poole in Dorset, via 
Land’s End - a 350-mile 
test of endurance. 
Graham works for the 
Royal Mail and the organ¬ 
isation provided the two 
men with logistical sup¬ 
port. 

Jack is blind and along 
with his dog Ralph, was 
keen to raise funds for 
Guide Dogs for the Blind. 

The two men raised a 
total of £15,000 for the 
charity. 

Graham even broke off 
from the walk one 
Sunday to take part in the 
London Marathon! 

Although Graham says 
his days of running are 
behind him, he has taken 
up cycling - so there are 
likely to be some charity 
bike rides for him in the 
future!

alytic reduction (SCR) 
technology to 

Aberthaw Power 
Station. 

“Fitting SCR would 
reduce the station’s 
NOx emissions. These 
are gases which are 
released as a result of 
the combustion 

process.” 

The process works 
on the same principle 
as the catalytic convert¬ 
er on a car, and it means 
that a higher proportion 
of gases are burned, 
leaving less waste to be 
discharged into the 
atmosphere. 

Mr Allen said that if 
and when the develop¬ 
ment went ahead, it 
would “mark another 
major environmental 
investment to support 
the recently installed 
flue gas desulphurisa- 
tion (FGD) plant”. 

He continued: “Our 
recent drop-in sessions, 
held in the local area 
during March, enabled 
us to discuss our pro¬ 
posals with the local 
community and answer 
any questions raised. 
We would like to thank 
all those who were able 
to attend. 

“With a combination 
of SCR, FGD, upgrad¬ 
ed steam turbines and 
biomass capability, 
Aberthaw Power 


Station would fully 
meet expected future 
environmental stan¬ 
dards. 

“By obtaining plan¬ 
ning consent to develop 
SCR at Aberthaw, we 
would create an impor¬ 
tant option for securing 
the power station’s 
longer term future.” 

The plan would 
extend the working life 
of the power station for 
another 14 years or so. 

A company 

spokesman explained: 
“The future of 
Aberthaw from 2016 
onwards is dependent 
on compliance with the 
Industrial Emissions 
Directive (IED); the 
next phase of European 
environmental legisla¬ 
tion. To meet these new 
requirements, 
Aberthaw will need to 
reduce emissons of 
NOx - gases which are 
released as a result of 
the combustion 

process. 

“Fitting SCR will 
reduce NOx emissions 
by up to 90 per cent, 
creating an option to 
continue operating 
Aberthaw into the mid- 
2020s without having 
to take other action 
such as limiting the sta¬ 
tion’s operating hours.”

Appeal pulls out all the stops 
with pipe sponsorship scheme 


ALL SAINTS CHURCH, 
Barry, has come up with a 
novel second phase of 
their fundraising activities 
to renovate the church’s 
organ - a pipe sponsor¬ 
ship scheme - beginning 
this Sunday (May 27). 

The organ appeal was 
launched in May 2011. A total of 
£70,000 is needed to repair and 
restore the church’s fine pipe 
organ, and in the first 12 months, 
over £45,000 has been raised. 

This has been achieved 
through donations, a continuous 
calendar of fundraising events 
and successful grant applica¬ 
tions.

Pipe sponsorship is a one 
off donation, not an annual pay¬ 
ment. 

Suzanne Grover explains:

The Broads live on St Bride’s Way 
opposite Gibbonsdown Rise. 

The drama took place in the early 
hours of Saturday morning, May 26, 
after the couple had gone to bed. 

Speaking on Monday morning, 
Chris said: “It was about 1.15am. I 
heard a screech of tyres and knew 
what was going to happen.” 

The Mitsubishi hit the front garden 
wall and carried on, striking the front 
wall of the house where the lounge is 
situated. 

Caroline said: “The house actually 
shook. It is the second time it has 
happened - the same thing took place 
on New Year’s Day, 2008 at 6.30 in 
the morning. 

“This time, we jumped up from 
bed and rang the emergency services 
- the police, Red Cross and Fire 
Service all came to the scene. 

“The Fire Service told us no-one 
could go in the house, because it was 
too dangerous. 

“We are waiting for a structural 
engineer to arrive to assess the house. 

“It may have to be shored up 
before the car is removed.” 

The family have been left with just 
the clothes they stand up in. 

Caroline explained: “It means that 
anything we now need in terms of 
clothes or food, we have to buy. 
We’ve already had to go out and buy 
new underwear and socks.” 

The couple hope to claim costs 
back from their house insurance, but 
it doesn’t soften the frustration that in 
the meantime, they are having to 
spend money on same things that are 
inside their house. 

The couple say it is the fifth time 
in total when either their’s or a neigh¬ 
bour’s house has suffered a similar 
incident. 

Caroline said: “I think I’ll end up a 
nervous wreck. All this could have 
been prevented if we and the neigh¬ 


bours had been listened to.” 

They say they are desperate for the 
Vale Council to examine safety meas¬ 
ures at the junction and consider put¬ 
ting special reinforcement in the wall 
in front of the house. 

Local councillor Richard Bertin 
said he supported calls for extra safe¬ 
ty measure to be undertaken by the 
council. 

A neighbour who arrived on the 
scene within seconds, told The GEM: 
“It was like a clap of thunder and I 
thought: ‘Not again !'.” 

Andrew Loosemore, operational 
manager, highways and engineering 
at the council, said: “We are very 
sorry to hear of this incident and 
pleased to hear that nobody in the 
property was injured. 

“We are currently awaiting details 
of the incident from the police and, 
unfortunately, have no further infor¬ 
mation at this time in relation to the 
driver of the vehicle. 

“The council secured funds, 
through the Safe Routes in 
Communities budget, to address safe¬ 
ty concerns at this location. 

“Following allocation of these 
funds, the council introduced a 20 
mph zone during financial year 
2009/10. This included additional 
cushions on St Brides Way, as well as 
a plateau at the junction.” 

Mr Loosemore added: “We have 
not yet had any information from the 
police relating to the likely cause of 
this latest incident; however, once 
details are received they will be 
examined by the council’s highways 
and engineering team.” 

The GEM understands that neither 
of the Mitsubishi’s two occupants 
was hurt in the incident. 

# On Tuesday, an engineer 
arrived to assess the safety of the 
house and the Broads were awaiting 
his decision on what should happen.

THE HMS Dragon

Kalimpong lies in the 
shadow of the mighty 
Himalaya mountain 
range, which can be seen 
in the distance, and 
Florence retained a life¬ 
long love for the area, 
and also for Dr 
Graham’s Homes, later 
sponsoring pupils 
through their school life.

Florence was an extraor¬ 
dinary person who man¬ 
aged to build a rapport 
with everyone she met. 

“In 1994, she came to 
Wales and married 
Gerry, who became her 
companion, husband, 
friend, bicycle riding 
buddy for 18 years, until 
one day when she fell 
off the bike. The bruises 
from the fall were a 
reminder to her to leave 
the bike rides to Gerry. 

“Many house guests 
experienced Gerry and 
Florence’s hospitality, a 
warm welcome thrown 
in with lovely walks 
around the beach in 
Llantwit Major, which 
became a popular desti¬ 
nation for their visitors. 

“Knowing Florence, 
she would not wish for 
us to mourn her sudden 
departure but to look at 


Cook, moved to 
Scotland. Prior to this, 
she had met her first 
husband Carl Evans, ai 
they later made their 
home in Australia, 
where she worked as a 
PA at Brambles and set 
retary at the Victorian 
Association. 

Carl died at the age 
44 in 1985 and nine 
years later, she met 
Gerry and they got mai 
ried in Melbourne, 
Australia, in 1994. Ape 
from regular visits to 
London, India and 
Australia, Florence spent 
the latter part of her life 
happily in Llantwit 
Major, where she and 
Gerry were keen local 
walkers. 

Florence also became 
a very popular and high¬ 
ly-valued member of 
The GEM staff - arriv¬ 
ing early each morning, 
ever keen to discuss the 
latest news and sports 
events. 

During Wimbledon 
fortnight, and the Open 
Golf Championship, col¬ 
leagues recall that the 
radio would be on quiet¬ 
ly in the background as 
she avidly followed the 
fortunes of her sporting 
favourites. 

One of her great 
pleasures was to regale 
her many Welsh and 
English friends with the 
latest Australian sporting 
triumph.

Florence died sudden¬ 
ly on May 5 and will 
always be remembered 
with love and fondness 
by her family, colleagues 
and many friends both in 
this country, and across 
the world. 

Many of them from 
her school in Kalimpong 
travelled to pay their 
tributes at her funeral. 

One, Rose Foo, said: 
“My first memory of 
Florence was that of a 


‘perfect prefect’ who 
made an impression on 
me at Dr Graham’s 
Homes school in 
Kalimpong. No-one 
would want to get into 
trouble with such a 
smart and disciplined 
prefect. 

“Fate reconnected us 
at a hospital, where I 
was working in 
Melbourne. This meeting 
with Florence was not 
coincidental, because 
she became the key per¬ 
son who was instrumen¬ 
tal in networking and 
connecting people. 

“In her opinion the 
globe was very small 
when it concerned her 
old school connections 
and contacts. Her list of 
email addresses was 
endless. 

“In retrospect, our 
last reunion, in 2010 in 
Kalimpong, was also to 
commemorate Florence’s 
life, as hundreds of for¬ 
mer students travelled 
from far and wide to 
attend it. We giggled, 
laughed and sang, like 
the old days at school. 

“Her love for Dr 
Graham’s Homes school 
was manifested in her 
commitment as secretary 
for the Victorian 
Committee in 
Melbourne, where she 
took an active role in 
promoting the school at 
every opportunity. 

“She was very much a 
people-person, one who

THE Vale of Glamorgan 
National Eisteddfod Crown 
has been handed over to the 
Eisteddfod’s executive commit¬ 
tee at a special event in Barry 
this week. 

The crown has been donated by the 
Vale Council and the financial prize is 
presented by Islwyn and Ann Jones, of 
Wenvoe. The crown was designed and 
created by Anne Morgan of Penarth. 

This year, the crown is presented for 
a sequence of poems, not more than 
250 lines, on the subject i Ynys' > 
(Island). The adjudicators are Cen 
Williams, Cyril Jones and Penri 
Roberts. 

The crown’s design has been 
inspired by the landscape of the Vale, 
with the rocks and cliffs of the area 
represented in the simple but bold 
design, and epitomises the designer’s 
love for the region. 

Receiving the crown on behalf of 
the Eisteddfod’s local executive, chair 
Dylan Jones said: “It gives me great 
pleasure to receive this attractive 
crown which reflects the beauty of our 
area. 

“We thank the Vale Council for their 
generosity, and we very much hope 
that there will be a worthy winner of 
this beautiful crown in the ceremony 
on the Pavilion stage on the Monday of 
the Eisteddfod in Llandow. 

“We are also very grateful to Islwyn 
and Anne Jones for their support in 
donating the substantial financial prize 
this year.” 

The Mayor of the Vale, Coun Eric 
Hacker, said: “We are looking forward 
to welcoming the Eisteddfod to the 
Vale in August. 

“It is a great honour to be hosting 
the event, and I am delighted to present 
the crown on behalf of the council. 

“Anne Morgan has produced a work 
of art that really does reflect the beau¬ 
ty of the Vale.” 



The silver crown is asymmetrical, 
like the land around the Vale’s beaches, 
and this is a dramatic element of the 
design. 

Ann used a technique called reticu¬ 
lation on the crown, using a flame to 
almost melt the surface of the silver, 
creating a special texture on the metal. 

She then combined this technique 
with matt silver, creating a texture sim¬ 
ilar to the sea’s erosion on objects such 
as glass and pebbles. 

Anne said: “This is the first crown 
I’ve created for the National 
Eisteddfod, and I hope it reflects my 
feelings for the area close to this year’s 
festival. 

“I’ve lived and worked in Penarth 
for a number of years, and naturally, 
the coastline has inspired my work. 

“It has been an honour to use this 
inspiration to create the Vale of 
Glamorgan National Eisteddfod’s 
crown this year.” 

The crowning ceremony will be held 
on August 6 at 4.30pm. Anyone wish¬ 
ing to attend the ceremony should 
ensure they have a reserved seat ticket.

Ivor paints Iolo 
for Eisteddfod 


AFTER 35 years of 
intermittent work¬ 
ing, artist Ivor 
Davies has complet¬ 
ed a painting of one 
of his heroes, 
inspired by the 
coming of the 
National 
Eisteddfod to the 
Vale this year. 

The Penarth artist 
aims to keep the memo¬ 
ry of Welsh personalities 
alive. 

Celebrating Iolo 
Morganwg was an obvi¬ 
ous choice. After all, the 
stone mason and poet, 
born at Llancarfan in 
1747, was responsible 
for inventing the majori¬ 
ty of the National 
Eisteddfod’s cere¬ 
monies, along with 
establishing the Gorsedd 
of Bards. 

Initially though, a 
mountain near Lake 
Rotomahana, New 
Zealand, served as the 
image’s background: “I 
tend to work on more 
than one painting at the 
same time, then leave 
them and return to them 
years later,” said Ivor 
Davies. 

In time, he added Iolo 
Morganwg’s images to 
the painting. He was 
then inspired further, 
when he came across a 
verse by the poet pro¬ 
claiming his love for the 
Vale ‘A/ i Forgannwg 
hoywfalch ’. 

“I decided to draw it 
in chalk across the work; 
then over the years, I’ve 
painted the letters. 
Through the poem, the 
painting comes to life.”

I F you required 
an example of 
Hollywood’s 
lack of imagination, 
you couldn’t go 
much further than 
looking at the 
greenlighting of a 
third outing for the 
Men In Black fran¬ 
chise. 

While the first offer¬ 
ing was an impressive 
mix of action and come¬ 
dy, the second was a 
lame retread of the first, 
with ridiculous plotting 
and an inability to con¬ 
jure up the magic of the 
first. 

The third outing sees 
Agent J (Will Smith) 
have to travel back in 
time to avert the death of 
Agent K (Tommy Lee 
Jones in the future; Josh 


Brolin in the past) at the 
hands of alien Boris 
(Jemaine Clement) or 
else see history change 
for the worse... 

It’s been four years 
since Will Smith last 
took up residence on the 
big screen with the inter¬ 
minable Seven Pounds. 
Has the box office king 
been missed in this peri¬ 
od? Arguably not, but 
seeing Smith headlining 
a summer blockbuster 
does seem to restore 
some equilibrium to the 
universe! 

The question is, does 
Men In Black 3 deliver 
the goods in a summer 
where The Avengers 
assembled to huge box 
office numbers, and 
Batman is ready to 
swoop in to almost cer¬ 
tainly do the same? The 
answer is just about, the

film unable to match up 
to the first one, yet 
going some way to make 
up for the disaster of the 
second film. 

The key ingredient 
here is breaking up the 
partnership of Smith and 
Tommy Lee Jones 
(reduced to more or less 
an extended cameo 
here). The duo’s chem¬ 
istry was a major com¬ 
ponent in the first film, 
while their verbal spar¬ 
ring gave the second 
film its brightest 
moments. 

However, the relation¬ 
ship here, certainly in 
the early stages of the 
film, feels tired and 
lacking spark, Smith and 
Jones looking and 
sounding as though they 
would rather be any¬ 
where else than in their 
black suits. 

When Agent J time- 
jumps back to 1969, 
that’s when the film 
kicks up a gear, in no 
small part due to Josh 
Brolin’s turn as the 
younger Agent K. The 
actor takes off Jones 
exceptionally well, but 
his performance offers 
more than just impres¬ 
sions, Brolin taking what 
may have been an after¬ 
thought and sending it 
front and centre. 

Smith’s performance 
doesn’t quite match up

to Brolin’s turn, the 
wisecracking routine 
occasionally feeling a 
little jaded, but with no 
small degree of wit once 
he’s placed into the 
melting pot of the late 
60’s, where his skin 
colour makes him the 
alien. Certainly Smith 
has no difficulty in hold¬ 
ing up his end of the act¬ 


ing, but there is little 
that is fresh to his rou¬ 
tine. 

While Emma 
Thompson shines in a 
small role as the new 
head of the MIB, 
Michael Stuhlbarg 
impresses as the vision¬ 
ary Griffin, and Bill 
Hader raises laughs as 
Andy Warhol, Jemaine 
Clement suffers from 
being miscast as the vil¬ 
lainous Boris The 
Animal. 

The comedian is ham¬ 
pered by being given a 
character that is purely 
evil, thus rendering his 
comedic skills redun¬ 
dant, and comes under 
layers of prosthetics that 
make him virtually 
anonymous; it’s a shame 
that Clement isn’t 
allowed to play to his 
strengths more and 
bridge the gap between 
villainy and comedy as 
Vincent D’Onorofio did 
in the first film; as it is 
he just feels out of place. 

Barry Sonnenfeld 
maintains the visual feel 
and tone of the film, 
having directed the first 
two installments, and 
offers up some clever 
action sequences, the 
time jump concept in 
particular well realised, 
even if he sometimes 
struggles a little with the 
concept, the script 


resolving any issues with 
a cursory line of expla¬ 
nation. 

He also loses his way 
a little with the climax, 
lacking the pizzazz and 
wow factor you would 
want from a blockbuster, 
while the emotional 
beats feel a little too 
convenient and con¬ 
trived. 

However, as a block¬ 
buster film, Men In 
Black 3 certainly doesn’t 
offend, ticking all the 
boxes even if the execu¬ 
tion doesn’t always 
work. In a summer of 
heavyweights, these 
MIB just about hold 
their own. 

VERDICT: Not as 
sparkling as the first but 
a vast improvement on 
the messy second, Men 
In Black 3 is a decent if 
overly tricky summer 
event movie. While the 
lure of seeing Will Smith 
return to the big screen 
is tempered by his some¬ 
what lackadaisical per¬ 
formance, the likes of 
Josh Brolin and Michael 
Stuhlbarg pick up the 
slack, in a pleasing but 
slight movie. Enjoyable.

HAT is a 
well-worn 
statement in 
my household, but 
it has often rung 
true - particularly 
as I grew up, notic¬ 
ing nouveau-riche 
parents with their 
red braces (usually 
men) collecting 
peers from the 
school gates in 
their Mercedes. 

“Was it really neces¬ 
sary to flash their 
Filofaxes and mobile 
phones?” I pondered, a 
quarter of a century 
ago. 

Things haven’t 
changed much, although 
Filofaxes seem to have 
been replaced by dread¬ 
ed iPhones. 

Those who appreci¬ 
ate the finer things in 
life, and have sufficient 
funds, have always been 
drawn to Rolls-Royce. 
This historic British 
brand is a byword for 
quality and those who 
are fortunate enough to 
drive one do not need to 
shout about their suc¬ 


cess. 

In fact, more often 
than not they try to keep 
quiet for fear of 
reprisal. As the Ghost 
four-door saloon glides 
past a bus stop one rain- 
drenched bystander 
shakes his disapproval, 
which is unfortunate. 

If he had just consid¬ 
ered what this vehicle 
actually stands for, he 
might have reacted dif¬ 
ferently. The Rolls- 
Royce is a magnificent 
example of what Britain 
can still achieve in 
terms of engineering 
and car production. 

There is no finer car 
on the world’s roads. In 
this day and age where 
most vehicles roll off a 
production line, the 
Rolls-Royce is still 
hand built in Great 
Britain, at Goodwood, 
near Chichester to be 
precise. 

All this heritage and 
craftsmanship realises 
an asking price of just 
over £265,000 for the 
Ghost Extended Wheel 
Base, a drop in the 
ocean to highly success¬ 
ful British, American 
and Chinese business¬ 


men. 

In China, due to 
hugely-inflated taxes on 
luxury imported vehi¬ 
cles, a Ghost EWB is 
reported to cost 
£482,000. Footballer 
David Beckham has 
taken delivery of an all¬ 
black £250,000 standard 
wheelbase version in 
Los Angeles. 

My test takes place at 
a time when there are 
170 storm alerts across 
the UK. As the Ghost 
makes its way along 
Britain’s sodden roads, 
the engine is a mere 
whisper - just like a 
ghost. 

The journey to the 
National Trust’s 
Petworth House in West 
Sussex - to see paint¬ 
ings by Turner and Van 
Dyck - gives the Rolls 
ample opportunity to 
show its mettle. Not 
even continual down¬ 
pours and excess sur¬ 
face water present a 
problem to the larger- 
than-life Roller. 

Travelling - at no 
matter what speed - is 
thoroughly relaxing for 
any passenger. If 
urgency is necessary, 


then a push of the accel¬ 
erator into the deep pile 
blue carpet will effort¬ 
lessly power the 6.6- 
litre VI2 from 0 to 
60mph in 4.8 seconds 
and on to 155mph. 

Driving from A to B 
is a grand occasion in 
the Ghost. Finished in 
Midnight Sapphire with 
a striking contrasting 
silver bonnet it is both 
opulent and elegant. 
Interestingly, the first 
Rolls-Royces had two- 
tone paintwork. 

The extra 170mm 
(the EWB measures 
5,569mm long com¬ 


pared to the 5,399mm 
of the SWB model) pro¬ 
vides rear passengers 
with a massive quantity 
of leg room, making it 
particularly well-suited 
to those over six feet 
tall such as entrepreneur 
Peter Jones. If he hasn’t 
got one already, this 
comes highly recom¬ 
mended. 

The entire cabin is 
spacious, light and airy, 
helped by the cream 
leather upholstery and 
the electric ‘tilt and 
slide’ panorama sun¬ 
roof. 

This modern Rolls 


hasn’t forgotten its roots 
- the traditional design 
has received an injec¬ 
tion of modernity with 
its chunky and purpose¬ 
ful appearance. Both the 
interior and exterior 
hark back to Rolls- 
Royces of old. 

A striking character¬ 
istic is the old fashioned 
gear shift - a gear lever 
is located to the right of 
the steering wheel - 
push this downwards 
for selecting drive mode 
on the eight-speed box 
as well as reverse, neu¬ 
tral and park. 

This certainly helps 
to set the elegant Rolls- 
Royce apart from the 
crowd. Additionally, the 
steering wheel harks 
back to classic cars - 
reminding me of my 
late grandfather’s 50 
year-old Rover 75, 
which I drove a few 
times. 

Just like that fine car, 
there is an abundance of 
chrome, wood and 
leather but with the 
addition of satellite nav¬ 
igation and heated front 
and rear seats. The front 
centre armrest and the 
door inserts mirror the 


Midnight Sapphire of 
the exterior. 

On start-up, a wood¬ 
en cover on the dash 
retracts to reveal an 
information panel, 
which displays among 
other things the vehicle 
status highlighting any 
issues such as when a 
service is due. 

When the Rolls is 
unlocked the magnifi¬ 
cent Spirit of Ecstasy 
automatically rises. It 
retracts when the car is 
locked. This can be 
operated from inside the 
vehicle, too. Also 
referred to as Emily, 
Silver Lady or Flying 
Lady, this work of art 
was designed by 
Charles Sykes. 

The result of a secret 
passion between John 
Walter Edward 
Douglas-Scott- 
Montagu, (second Lord 
Montagu of Beaulieu 
after 1905, a pioneer of 
the automobile move¬ 
ment, and editor of The 
Car Illustrated magazine 
from 1902), John’s sec¬ 
retary Eleanor Thornton 
is the model for the 
emblem. 

The push of a button 


sees the heavy rear 
doors close under their 
own steam. Rear occu¬ 
pants are treated to 
highly polished wooden 
picnic tables and multi- 
media screens, controls 
for which are mounted 
on the rear armrest. The 
boot automatically 
opens and closes, also 
at the push of a button. 

Safety is paramount 
and its sophisticated 
cruise control intelli¬ 
gently keeps the Rolls 
at a safe distance behind 
the car in front. It also 
accelerates and brakes. 

All in all, the Rolls- 
Royce Ghost Extended 
Wheel Base is as you 
would expect from a 
vehicle costing in 
excess of quarter of a 
million pounds. It is a 
splendid achievement to 
both build and own.

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A QUESTION THE WRU REVIEW NEEDS TO ASK... 


Are the four Welsh regions 
providing value for money? 


A S the curtain slowly descends on an 

eventful season of curiously mixed for¬ 
tunes for the enigma that is Welsh rugby, 
the slightly unreal focus shifts to the Millennium 
Stadium in Cardiff for Saturday’s visit by the 
Barbarians, the ‘Red Arrows’ display team of 
world rugby. 

Leaving aside the debatable question of whether the fix¬ 
ture should really rank as a capped international - against 
what is, after all, a disparate group of players cobbled 
together to form the world’s most famous invitation side - it 
does at least give an extra opportunity for players who are 
not quite on the frontline grid to impress the Wales manage¬ 
ment in a competititive environment. 

If only as an incentive, therefore, the rationale behind the 
WRU’s decision to award Welsh caps (unlike England who 
hammered the Barbarians 57-26 on Sunday) has some merit 
- and surely no-one will begrudge that peerless Welsh ser¬ 
vant, Martyn Williams, his last chance to join the exclusive 
rugby centenarians’ club? 

Either way, the match will play no real part in the think¬ 
ing of the Wales camp, which will soon have bigger fish to 
fry with a daunting three-test tour of Australia coming up 
next month. 

Under head coach Warren Gatland, the season has seen 
the squad continue its steady progression towards the stated 
goal of long-term consistency, having followed up last 
autumn’s widely-acclaimed World Cup exploits with a third 
Grand Slam in the space of seven years. 

Inexplicably, though, this progress has certainly not been 
mirrored in the inconsistent performances of the next tier 
down - the four Welsh regions. After almost a decade since 
controversially taking over the mantle of the old top class 
clubs with the over-hasty introduction of professionalism, 
they still blow hot and cold, and have singularly failed to 
make much of an impact in Europe. In fairness, the 
Ospreys on Sunday went some way to restoring a vestige of

Welsh pride with their stupendous 31-30 victory over cham¬ 
pions Leinster in the RaboDirect Pro 12 league final. 

However, this has to be viewed in the context of the four 
Welsh regions’ lacklustre record overall in Europe compared 
with their Irish counterparts, who regularly reach the final 
of the Heineken Cup, and this year totally monopolised it in 
Leinster‘s stirring showdown with Ulster at Twickenham. 

Leinster may have been deprived of a notable ‘double’, 
last weekend, but the fact remains that they have now won 
the coveted Heineken trophy three times in four years. 
Munster have also won twice, and Ulster once. (Ironically, 
this success has not been mirrored in the performance of 
their national team!) 

A clutch of French and English clubs, too, usually have lit¬ 
tle problem in stepping up a gear to meet the bigger interna¬ 
tional challenge. 

The well-ventilated problems on and off the field that 
afflict cash-strapped Welsh regions in competition with more 
affluent rivals in a professional era, are undoubtedly real 
and complex, hence the WRU’s decision to conduct a thor¬ 
ough review of the regions’ financial structure. 

However, the Irish have surely proved that funding issues 
alone cannot explain why our Welsh regions continually fail 
to make an impact, not only in Europe, but among their own 
regional fan base - as evidenced by the all too frequent sight 
of half empty stadiums, even on the big set-piece occasions. 

Sadly, this situation will undoubtedly continue until all 
four finally grasp the true meaning of regional rugby, dis¬ 
dain divisive cries like ‘ Cardiff! Cardiff V and ‘ Newport! 
Newport ’ that still ring out from the terraces - and genuine¬ 
ly shoulder the responsibility that comes with WRU cash, to 
be truly inclusive of the wider region they claim to repre¬ 
sent. 

Only then can they start the task of wooing back the wide¬ 


spread legions of alienated fans who presently do not ‘con¬ 
nect’ with them - and despair of seeing the kind of exciting, 
winning rugby regularly served up by the Irish regions and 
others to packed stadiums of the faithful. 

If they cannot or will not do so, serious consideration 
should surely be given, even at this late stage, to redefining 
the geography of the Welsh regions - perhaps (dare I say it?) 
through amalgamation - if a fifth region is still deemed 
impractical. 

It could also be a timely opportunity to correct the critical 
error made when the regions were first divided up and that 
fervent rugby hotbed, the Valleys, was effectively disenfran¬ 
chised. 

Resentment still smoulders over the premature demise of 
potentially the strongest (and arguably the most passionately 
committed) region of them all, the Celtic Warriors. 

It should certainly be something for the WRU to ponder in 
any close-season talks over regional funding, as it seeks an 
answer to the starkly-yawning gulf between the on-field per¬ 
formance of the national squad and the regions, whose play¬ 
ers are pretty much one and the same! 

After all, he who pays the piper calls the tune and as keeper of 
the game’s purse, the WRU has a clear duty to ask the question 
that is on many people’s lips: are the Welsh regions providing 
full value for money? 

What do GEM readers think? Can the present four regions 
get their act together?
